Krodel,  Jennings  inducted 
to  SJC  Sports  Hall  of  Fame

Because  of  low  student 
population  during  World  War 
II,  Saint  Joseph’s  temporarily 
suspended  its  intercollegiate 
athletic  programs.  Infall  1946, 
the  College  found  itself  start¬ 
ing  over  with  an  all-freshman 
varsity  basketball  squad. 

"We  didn’t  have  many  guys 
on  the  team,  sometimes  just 
four  to  five,”  said  Bill  Krodel 
'50,  recruited  on  scholarship 
from  Jasper,  Ind.,  to  play  for¬ 
ward  and  center.  "I  was  able 
to  start  every  game.”  Krodel  kept  on  playing, 
never  missing  a  game  in  four  years  and  ac¬ 
cumulating  707  points  and  788  rebounds. 

Saint  Joseph’s  recognized  Krodel’s  ac¬ 
complishments  April  7,  when  it  inducted 
Krodel  into  its  Sports  Hall  of  Fame,  along 
with  veteran  football  coach  Bill  Jennings. 

Two  of  Krodel’s  classmates  also  started 
all  four  years  on  the  basketball  court,  for¬ 
ward  Chuck  Barton  and  guard  Ray  Patter¬ 
son,  also  a  Jasper  native.  Krodel  recalled 
former  athletic  director  Fr.  Edward  Roof 
encouraging  him  to  “act  like  you’re  hurt  and 
get  some  rest.” 

“But,  I  didn’t,”  he  added. 

No  particular  season  stands  out  in  Krodel’s 
mind.  “They  were  all  about  the  same.  We 
had  a  lot  of  fun;  we  played  together.”  Not 
that  the  players  didn’t  work  hard.  Their 
coach  Art  Cosgrove  would  “run  you  until  you 
dropped,”  Krodel  said. 

A  follower  of  Indiana  University  basket¬ 
ball,  Krodel  notes  that  today’s  college  play¬ 
ers  are  “much  bigger,  more  rugged  than  we 
were.  At  6’5",  I  was  ‘the  tall  one’  on  ourteam. 
We  had  to  have  more  finesse  when  we 
played.” 


Recipient  of  the  1978  Alumni  Service 
Award,  Krodel  worked  for  many  years  on  the 
Alumni  Board  of  Directors.  He  served  as  an 
ambassador  for  the  Associated  Colleges  of 
Indiana  and  helped  solicit  furniture  for  the 
College  after  the  devastating  Administration 
Building  fire  in  1973. 

He  is  vice  president  of  Inwood  Office 
Furniture,  Inc.,  Jasper.  Krodel  and  his  wife, 
Catherine,  have  a  daughter,  two  sons  — 
SJC  graduates  Daniel  ’76  and  Thomas  ’79 
—  and  seven  grandchildren. 

The  Sports  Hall  of  Fame  honored  Bill 
Jennings  for  his  outstanding  1 8  year  career 
as  head  SJC  football  coach,  spanning  1 967- 
1985.  Five  time  Conference  Coach  of  the 
Year,  Jennings  lead  the  Pumas  to  six  con¬ 
secutive  winning  seasons  in  1 976-1 981 .  His 
best  season  came  in  1 971 ,  when  Saint  Joe 
earned  an  8-2  record  and  won  the  Indiana 
Collegiate  Conference  Championship.  His 
teams  were  ICC  co-champs  in  ’76  and  ’77 
and  Heartland  Conference  champions  in 
1979.  Jennings’  overall  record  is77-90-3.

Betty  Behnke,  operations  manager  of 
Behnke,  Inc.,  in  Battle  Creek,  Mich.,  and 
John  P.  Fagan,  executive  vice  president  for 
finance  of  the  Whitman  Corp.,  in  Chicago, 
have  been  named  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

A  native  of  Battle  Creek,  Behnke  attended 
Michigan  State  University  and  was  employed 
at  the  Kellogg  Company  as  a  secretary  for 
one  year  before  she  married  Mac  L.  Behnke 
in  1955.

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Medical  observer  denounces  Salvadoran  war

More  than  70,000  civilians  have  died  in  El 
Salvador’s  civil  war.  The  devastating  effects 
of  that  battle  have  been  witnessed  first-hand 
by  Herman  Reas,  a  1945  Saint  Joseph’s 
College  alumnus  who  visited  this  beleagured 
nation  last  year  as  a  medical  observer. 

Reas,  a  physician  in  Toledo,  Ohio,  said 
that,  as  he  entered  the  capital  of  El  Salvador, 
teenage  soldiers  carrying  automatic  rifles 
patrolled  many  intersections  as  well  as  en¬ 
trances  to  assorted  stores. 

Contrasts  in  lifestyles  were  striking.  "On 
one  side  of  a  busy  street  were  two  high-rise 
apartments  for  the  fortunate  few.  On  the  op¬ 
posite  side  about  5000  people  tried  to  sur¬ 
vive  in  fragile,  hot  metal-roofed  shanties 
built  alongside  an  open  ravine  carrying  raw 
sewage,”  said  Reas. 

There  is  no  medical  care  network  in  El 
Salvador,  and  he  noted  that  the  nation  has 
not  produced  a  single  physician  since  its 
army  wrecked  a  medical  school  in  1979. 
"While  there  are  some  privately-practicing 
clinics  and  private  hospitals,  there  is  only 


one  public  hospital  in  the  entire  country,” 
Reas  reported.  "Rosales  Hospital  is  consid¬ 
ered  the  worst-equipped  and  most  over¬ 
crowded  of  all  Central  American  hospitals. 

"Daily,  there  is  a  line  outside  of  1 00  to  200 
people  waiting  simply  to  get  an  appointment 
to  be  seen,  and  people  actually  die  while 
waiting  in  line,”  he  added. 

Truckloads  of  national  guardsmen  cruise 
streets  and  country  roads,  picking  up  boys 
and  forcibly  conscripting  them  into  the  Sal¬ 
vadoran  army,  and  the  atmosphere  is  satu¬ 
rated  with  a  visible,  oppressive  war. 

"Upon  visiting  poor  neghborhoods  and 
cooperative  farms,  I  saw  trench  bomb  shel¬ 
ters,  with  heavily-armed,  American-built 
helicopters  patrolling  overhead,”  recalled 
Reas.  "The  army  is  determined  to  destroy 
everything  that  belongs  to  the  poor.  Yet  the 
resilience  and  determination  of  citizens  to 
carry  on  resistance  remains  astounding.” 

Late  one  day  when  he  was  visiting  a 
cooperative  farm,  Reas  saw  individual 
members  of  the  FMLN  resistance  rise  from 
hiding  places  in  cornfields  and  come  into 

peasant  villages. 

“Without  any  co¬ 
ercion,  they  were  fed 
and  sheltered  for 
the  night  at  the  risk 
of  everyone’s  lives,” 
he  recalled. 

Reas  said  the  civil 
war  in  El  Salvador 


“is  really  our  civil  war  because  we  continue 
to  permit  our  government  to  pour  $700  per 
minute  or  a  little  more  than  a  million  dollars 
a  day  into  the  Salvadoran  military  budget." 
He  said  more  than  70,000  priests,  nuns  and 
non-combatants  have  been  killed  in  the  war. 

Reas  urges  that  people  adopt  an  attitude 
of  non-violent  revolt  toward  El  Salvador’s 
widespread  injustices.  “Non-violent  revolt 
has  great  potential  for  healing  the  oppressor 
as  well  as  the  oppressed,  and  such  is  the 
goal  of  the  true  peacemaker,”  he  empha¬ 
sized.  “The  first  principle  of  valid  political 
action  is  the  non-cooperation  with  the  disor¬ 
der  and  injustices  of  society,  and  civil  dis¬ 
obedience  to  unjust  laws  requires  extraordi¬ 
nary  courage.” 

He  said  non-violence  implies  a  kind  of 
bravery  —  that  of  becoming  authentic 
pacifists,  not  sentimental  ones. 

"We  must  not  become  lost  in  impractical 
ideals;  we  must  not  believe  that  only  more 
prayer  and  demonstrations  are  needed  to 
convert  mankind  to  the  ways  of  peace. 
Pacifism  must  never  again  be  the  expres¬ 
sion  of  pathetic  weakness,  willingness  to  be 
plundered,  isolated  or  persecuted.” 

He  concluded  that,  “We  must  value  our¬ 
selves,  disarm  our  hearts,  become  person¬ 
ally  non-violent  and  press  our  government 
to  use  non-violent  means  for  solving  domes¬ 
tic  and  world  problems.”

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Well  established  path  for  administrators

Can  a  woman  make  it  in  the  “old  boys” 
province  of  school  administration? 

"Yes,”says  Maureen  Moffo  Shindeldecker 
of  Granger,  Ind. 

Can  she  do  it  on  her  own  terms? 

Not  yet,  according  to  the  1972  alumna. 

Anyone  who  wants  to  enter  administra¬ 
tive  work — be  they  female  or  male  -  needs 
to  follow  "education’s  well  established  ca¬ 
reer  ladder,”  Shindeldeckertold  current  SJC 
education  majors  on  April  1 9.  The  first  rung 
consistsof  being"  acompetentteacher, "she 
said.  Aspirants  can  climb  higher  if  they 
“want  more  responsibilities”,  receive  admin¬ 
istrative  certification  and  plan  their  switch  to 
administration  “early  in  their  career.” 

Shindeldecker  did  just  that  shortly  after 
her  graduation  from  Saint  Joseph’s.  While 
teaching  junior  high  English  in  suburban 
Chicago,  she  earned  a  master’s  degree  in 
school  administration.  This  helped  her  in 
1976,  when  she  was  chosen  over  50  other 
applicants  —  and  only  one  other  woman  — 
for  the  position  of  vice  principal  of  Portage 
High  School.  She  became  one  of  the  young¬ 
est  secondary  school  administrators  in  Indi¬ 
ana  (26  years  old)  and  one  of  few  women 
within  those  ranks. 

During  her  1 0  years  at  Portage,  the  school 
added  an  eighth  grade,  growing  from  1 ,700 
to  2,800  student.  The  large  student  popula¬ 
tion  meant  that  she  and  the  four  other  assis¬ 
tant  principals  had  to  supervise  “lunch  peri¬ 
ods”  from  10  a.m.  to  1  p.m.  She  recalled 
handling  drug  searches,  bomb  threats  and 
snow  dismissals  "when  I  thought  I  might 
have  to  spend  the  night  with  500  students  in 
the  gym.” 

As  a  certified  administrator,  she  shared  in 
teacher  evaluations,  textbook  selections  and 
some  hiring  in  the  English  department.  "It’s 
good  not  to  get  pigeonholed  in  one  area,” 
she  advised  the  SJC  students.  "Too  many 
assistant  principals  get  stuck  in  student 
discipline  and  attendance.” 

The  majority  of  Shindeldecker’s  work  dealt 
with  overseeing  student  activities  and  clubs. 
"I  loved  my  job,  helping  plan  social  events, 
graduation  —  very  positive,  exciting  things.” 
One  of  her  favorite  events  was  a  state  con¬ 
ference  for  student  councils  hosted  by  Port¬ 
age  students.  It  helped  her  view  her  work 
and  education  as  "a  total  concept.” 

"I  was  not  really  teaching  subject,  but  I 


was  teaching  them  to  have  a  plan  and  carry 
through  on  it,”  she  said. 

Shindeldecker  admits  her  youthful  begin¬ 
ning  was  not  the  usual  course  for  women  in 
administration.  She  was  newly  married  when 
she  was  hired.  Most  women  administrators 
are  single  or  older  married  women  with 
grown  children.  But,  she  believes  a  greater 
stumbling  block  than  family  obligations  may 
be  many  women’s  reluctance  to  apply  for 
those  jobs  and  to  qualify  themselves  for  the 
positions  through  graduate  studies.  While 
at  Portage,  Shindeldecker  upgraded  her 
credentials  by  obtaining  an  educational 
specialist  degree  in  school  administration  ("I 
did  everything  for  a  doctorate  but  the  the¬ 
sis.”)  and  a  state  endorsement  for  a  super¬ 
intendent’s  license. 

In  addition  to  obtaining  higher  degrees, 
women  must  recognize  that  "men  still  have 
all  the  power  and  all  the  connections”  in 
education,  Shindeldecker  said.  "You’d  bet¬ 
ter  make  your  connections  with  them.”  In 
her  own  case,  this  meant  forcing  herself  to 
lunch  with  all  male  administrators,  when  her 
initial  inclination  was  to  socialize  with  women 
teachers  at  school.  Similarly,  she  feels 
women  "isolate”  themselves,  if  they  join 
professional  groups  whose  memberships 
are  strictly  female. 


Shindeldecker  sees  some  outright  sexual 
discrimination  in  her  field.  "I  still  think  if  all 
things  are  equal,  men  will  hire  men  because 
that’s  what  they’re  used  to.” 

She  experienced  more  subtle  discrimina¬ 
tion  in  the  area  of  salary  and  benefits.  "The 
principal  told  me,  'You’re  so  young ...  I  can’t 
pay  you  a  lot,  because  we  won’t  be  able  to 
pay  you  (on  a  sliding  scale)  when  you’re  40.’ 
Her  lower  pay  was  also  justified  with  the  idea 
that  she  was  receiving  “a  second  salary”  to 
that  of  her  husband’s. 

While  male  administrators  could  arrange 
modified  medical  insurance  coverage,  Shin¬ 
deldecker  found  the  plan  less  flexible  to 
meet  her  needs.  “There  was  no  policy  in 
Indiana  on  a  pregnant  assistant  vice  princi¬ 
pals,”  she  explained.  The  school  system 
offered  herthe  same  pregnancy  leave  terms 
offered  to  a  teacher:  “They  only  guaranteed 
me  a  ‘position’  if  I  came  back  to  work  (after 
childbirth).  It  could  be  teaching;  it  could  be 
at  a  teaching  salary.” 

Shindeldecker  has  spent  the  last  three 
years  out  of  education,  staying  home  to  care 
for  her  family.  (She  and  husband,  Tim 
Shindeldecker  ’74,  have  four  children,  ages 
8,  5,  3  and  2.)  But  a  principal’s  vacancy  at 
a  nearby  school  has  her  looking  ahead.  “I’m 
in  my  exploration  stage  now,”  she  said. 
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Professor  Emeritus  Edward  Fis¬ 
cher  wrote  to  CONTACT  from  his 
office  at  the  University  of  Notre 
Dame's  Department  of  American 
Studies. 

“As  a  Notre  Dame  professor,  I 
took  early  retirement  to  give  full  time 
to  writing.  Of  my  1 4  books,  the  most 
recentare  Life  in  the  Afternoon,  about 
good  ways  of  growing  older,  and 
Notre  Dame  Remembered,  an  auto¬ 
biography  that  includes  quite  a  bit  of 
how  it  is  to  be  a  student  and  a  teacher 
at  Saint  Joseph's  College.  (Former 
News  Bureau  director,  Fischer  was 
professor  of  English  and  films  at 
Saint  Joseph's  from  1939  to  the  early 
’60s.)  Next  year  Random  House  will 
publish  my  memoir,  The  Chancy  War, 
about  life  in  China,  Burma,  India  and 
Ceylon  during  the  Second  World 
War." 

Fischer  also  complimented 
CONTACT'S  recent  change  of  for¬ 
mat.  “I  am  apt  to  notice  it,”  he  wrote, 
“because  in  March  of  1939, 1  put  out 
the  first  issue  of  CONTACT.  While 
at  the  printers  waiting  for  it  to  run  off 
the  press,  I  listened  to  Adolph  Hitler 
give  a  fierce  speech  on  the  radio.”

At 
Saint  Joseph’s  College,  the  privi¬ 
leges  of  fellowship  are  the  wear¬ 
ing  of  a  specially  designed  ro¬ 
sette  pin  indicating  your  support 
of  the  College,  participating  in 
formal  academic  events,  admis¬ 
sion  to  other  college  events  and 
the  use  of  athletic  and  leisure 
facilities.  The  obligations  are  to 
make  available  to  the  College 
the  fruits  of  one’s  experience,  to 
interest  others  in  Saint  Joseph’s 
and  higher  education  and  to 
support  the  College  financially,. 
A  pledge  of  $1 ,000  over  a  three- 
year  period  is  required  for  ad¬ 
mission  to  the  program. 

To  date,  nearly  3,300  people 
have  become  Saint  Joseph’s 
Fellows.  Many  have  made  it  a 
family  project,  enrolling  them¬ 
selves,  spouses,  children  and 
other  relatives.

Mobil  Motorist  publishes  Saint  Joseph's  profile 


Robert  Hausladen,  valedic¬ 
torian  of  the  Class  of  1990, 
leaves  Saint  Joseph’s  morethan 
just  his  commencement  ad¬ 
dress.  The  Lafayette,  Ind., 
English  major  has  helped  put 
his  alma  mater  on  coffeetables 
throughout  the  country. 

Hausladen  is  the  author  of  a 
College  profile  printed  in  the 
Spring  1990  issue  of  Mobil  Mo¬ 
torist.  Managing  editor  Bruce 
Gorman  said  the  Mobil  Auto 
Club’s  quarterly  publication 
reaches  around  260,000  Mobil 
card  holders  in  the  continental 
United  States. 

The  four-page,  full  color 


spread  is  part  of  the  magazine’s 
“Just  in  Passing”  series,  high¬ 
lighting  interesting  side  trips  and 
sights  travelers  can  find  just  off 
America’s  highways.  The  ar¬ 
ticle  marks  the  first  time  Mobil 
Motorist  has  featured  a  college 
as  subject  matter,  Gorman  said. 

Titled  “The  Inextinguishable 
Spirit  of  a  Small  Midwestern 
College”,  Hausladen’s  article 
traces  the  College’s  99-year 
history.  Words  and  nine  photo¬ 
graphs  illustrate  SJC’s  athletic 
programs,  its  computer  network, 
student  clubs  and  dorm  life.  A 
map  details  Saint  Joseph’s  lo¬ 
cation  off  Interstate  65  between 


Chicago  and  Indianapolis. 

The  title  comes  from 
Hausladen’s  description  of  how 
students,  staff  and  the  Rensse¬ 
laer  community  pulled  together 
when  fire  destroyed  Saint  Jo¬ 
seph’s  administration  building 
on  Feb.  4,  1973. 

“With  every  piece  of  paper 
needed  to  operate  the  school 
and  the  very  life  of  the  college 
threatened  by  flames,  the  stu¬ 
dent  body,  lead  by  Fr.  (Charles) 
Banet  reacted  heroically. 

"Within  20  minutes,  the  school 
was  saved  as  1 0  tons  of  records 
were  carried  out  of  the  burning 
building  by  students . . .  Actually 


the  spirit  of  the  school  was  reju¬ 
venated  by  the  fire.  Students, 
faculty  and  staff  who  had  been 
pulled  apart  by  the  widespread 
campus  unrest  during  the  Viet¬ 
nam  era  came  together  to  fight 
for  their  school.  Within  a  matter 
of  days,  $200,000  was  raise  in 
donations  by  the  community. 
Local  grade  schooler  s  began  to 
save  pennies  for  new  bricks.” 

The  article  tells  how  student 
volunteers  cleaned  up  debris  so 
classescould  resume  eightdays 
after  the  fire.  “The  school  was 
celebrated  as  the  college  that 
wouldn’t  burn  down,”  the  article 
concludes.

"You  tend  to  dwell  on  champi¬ 
onships,  but  they’re  not  as  im¬ 
portant,”  Jennings  said  in  an 
interview  with  the  SJC  student 
newspaper,  STUFF.  The  teams 
he  enjoyed  the  most  were  those 
who  scrapped  and  fought,  Those 
who  did  the  most  with  the  least 
amount  of  talent.” 

“Those  who  maximized  their 
talents  usually  did  the  same 
things  in  life  and  became  very 
successful.” 

Coaching  wasn’t  always  fun 
for  the  Hall  of  Famer.  At  one 
point,  he  started  to  take  every 
loss  personally.  “Any  time  we 
lost,  I  tended  to  blame  it  on 
myself.  I  realize  now  that  I  was 
just  a  contributing  factor,”  Jen¬ 


nings  said.  “That’s  what’s  wrong 
with  egotism;  you  take  every¬ 
thing  upon  yourself.” 

The  “no  pain,  no  gain”  motto 
that  motivated  him  through  the 
down  years  was  “a  very  poor 
philosophy”,  in  retrospect.  Now, 
“I  think  directed  hard  work  is 
more  appropriate.  We  would 
often  stay  up  to  two  or  three  in 
the  morning  looking  at  game 
films.  That  really  didn’t  do  us 
any  good.” 

Jennings  continues  his  work 
with  Saint  Joseph’s  today  as  an 
assistant  professor  in  the  physi¬ 
cal  education  department  and 
Core  program.  His  wife,  Diane, 
is  director  of  counseling  serv¬ 
ices  at  the  College.  They  have 
nine  children  who  live  in  various 


parts  of  the  Midwest  and  East.

Maya  Angelou,  whose  auto¬ 
biography  has  been  a  mainstay 
of  Saint  Joseph’s  Core  I  read¬ 
ings  for  many  years,  will  speak 
at  the  College  on  the  evening  of 
Thursday,  Sept.  6.  A  best¬ 
selling  author,  poet,  educator, 
actress,  playwright,  civil  rights 
activist,  director  and  producer, 
Angelou  lectures  dynam ically  on 
the  black  experience  and  the 
dreams  of  all  Americans  for 
improved  social  conditions.  Her 
honors  include  nominations  for 
the  National  Book  Award,  Pulit¬ 
zer  Prize,  Broadway’s  Tony 
Award  and  television’s  Emmy. 

“Every  studenton  campus  has 
read  her  works,”  said  75  alum¬ 


nus  David  Owens,  a  Core  I  in¬ 
structor  who  worked  for  several 
months  to  arrange  the  lecture 
date.  Core  I  students  who  read 
Angelou’s  /  Know  Why  the 
Caged  Bird  Sings  will  be  able  to 
“put  her  in  a  framework  with  her 
readings,”  Owens  said. 

“This  is  a  great  way  to  start 
out  the  semester. . .  with  such  a 
nationally  and  internationally 
known  speaker.  It’s  great  for 
Core  and  great  for  all  of  Saint 
Joe.” 

The  event  will  be  free  to  all 
Saint  Joseph’s  students;  a 
nominal  admission  fee  will  be 
charged  to  those  outside  the 
College  community.
